VERY consumer, even with two-thirds of his winter’s
_ coal in his cellar, is naturally anxious to know whether
he can expect to receive the balance of his order, and when.

To these consumers it should be good news that
Francis A.-Lewis, United States Fuel Administrator for
Philadelphia, has ruled that the remaining one-third of
their coal may be delivered at any time after January 1st.

Even with a severe winter, there should be no diffi-
culty in making the first two-thirds of the winter's coal
last beyond that date, if every consumer practices careful
economy.

Everyone who has followed the coal situation under-
_stands, of course, that no coal dealer can guarantee an
exact date for the delivery of the last one-third of the
winter’s supply. The dealer himself is dependent upon
the regularity of his own supply, and is seriously handi-
capped by the universal labor shortage—two things be-
yond his control.
